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N orth Shore Country Day has been 
selected by The Starr Foundation 
as the recipient of a $ 1 million 
grant to endow scholarships, 
marking the largest gift in support of financial 
aid in the School’s history The gift will allow North 
Shore to expand outreach efforts in order to 
attract the most qualified students without 
regard to a family’s ability to pay tuition. 

The Starr Foundation is the nation’s 8th largest 
private foundation, with assets of nearly 
$5 billion. The foundation was established in 
1955 by Cornelius Vander Starr, founder of the 
American International family of insurance 
companies known as American International 
Group, Inc. (AIG). During his lifetime, Mr. Starr 
built enterprises around the world, but his 
greatest impact was on the individual lives he 
touched. He once said, “It is harder to spend 
money wisely than to earn it.” Mr. Starr invested 
in human potential, generously supporting those 
who shared the same love of lifelong learning 
North Shore seeks to instill in students. 


Mr. Starr had a strong personal interest in 
providing scholarships to deserving students, 
and thus education has traditionally been the 
largest area of giving for the Foundation. 

The Starr Foundation continues this legacy of 
generosity and belief in the individual and has 
advanced education at more than 80 colleges 
and universities, including Brown University, 
New York University, George Washington 
University, and Columbia University. Gifts to 
secondary schools from The Starr Foundation 
are extremely rare, however, and according to 
Head of School Tom Doar, “It is a true honor 
for North Shore to be recognized by such a 
prestigious foundation with an international 
reach.” He added, “With this $1 million grant 
for scholarships to North Shore Country Day 
School comes a responsibility to ensure that the 
funds have an indelible impact on the lives of 
students. I am certain that the recipients of the 
C.V Starr scholarships at North Shore Country 
Day will benefit from, and contribute to, the 
rich academic, extracurricular and service 
opportunities at the School and will leave 
prepared to enter the world as examples of 
the values that Mr. Starr stood for.”

Message from the Head of School

A s educators, my colleagues and I find 
that each academic year challenges 
us to manage two distinctly different 
agendas: the first is the day-to-day 
teaching and learning agenda - that 
dynamic which is at the heart of any educational 
institution. At North Shore, teaching and learning 
remain at the forefront of the experience, as we 
have very capable, thoughtful and dedicated 
teachers who invest their best efforts to motivate, 
engage and inspire our students. 

The second agenda involves what I will call the 
“planning agenda,” which is critical to the strength 
of the School. I am delighted to report that over 
the last twelve months the “planning agenda” has 
received the full attention of many dedicated 
members of the School community - students, 
faculty, administrators, parents, alumni and Board 
members. On February 24, 2003, the Board of 
Trustees voted unanimously to adopt a new four- 
year Strategic Plan. The Plan represents the culmi¬ 
nation of nine months of analysis and study and 
sets an agenda that continues to emphasize North 
Shore’s core values of academic excellence, respect, 
full-participation, diversity and community. Thanks 
to the work of more than 60 members of the School 
community, the Plan (see highlights on page 3) 
challenges all of us to help move the School forward 
to ensure the most positive educational experience 
possible for all North Shore students. 

A second piece of the “planning agenda” has 
involved further work on the initial stage of a 
Capital Campaign, which is aimed at building a 
new Science Center on campus. The Campaign, 
which will be formally announced at the close of 
this academic year, will allow us to make major 
improvements to the physical plant, to increase 
the endowment in support of our faculty, and to 
position us to meet the educational needs of our 
students going forward.

It was Louis’ wonderful spirit that provided 
the most comfort to all of us, as we felt a sense of 
joy in remembering him. 

We use the word “community” a lot at North 
Shore. At no time has the value, significance and 
truth of the concept been more palpable than 
during these last five months. We all share a bond 
that runs much deeper than the academic or 
planning agendas of the School, and in our time of 
grief we have strengthened that bond by reaffirming 
our sense of community We keenly recognize and 
appreciate that special feeling of belonging that 
comes with being a part of North Shore.

T he Board of Trustees recently approved a four-year 
Strategic Plan with goals to be completed by 2006. 
Led by Molly Shotwell Oelerich ’87, Strategic Plan 
Committee Chair, more than sixty-six faculty, staff, 
administrators, parents, students and alumni partici¬ 
pated in meetings over nine months to shape the Strategic Plan. 

To guide the specific goals of the Plan, the Board adopted a 
new mission statement:

STRATEGIC PLAN COMMITTEE 
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THE STRATEGIC PLAN 


T he Plan is divided into four categories that incor¬ 
porate all aspects of the School and support the 
Mission. Listed below are the four categories. The 
specific goals for each category are discussed in 
depth in the Strategic Plan. Copies of the full plan 
are available through the Head of School’s office. 

Section I 

Identity and Values. The Plan calls for recommitting to 
North Shores identity and values and articulating them to both 
internal and external constituencies. 

The Plan also calls for developing distinct identity statements for 
each division; increasing admissions inquiries; and developing 
community service programs that incorporate a JK-12 service- 
learning model. 

Section II 

Program. The Plan requires evaluating all program aspects, 
including curriculum, free time, athletics, arts, and extracurricular 
activities to ensure all programs meet the highest standards 
while ensuring optimal “balance” for students and faculty. 

The Plan also includes creating a mechanism for assessing 
programs; analyzing daily, monthly and calendar-year schedules; 
enhancing professional development opportunities for faculty; 


clarifying the relationship among the three school divisions; and 
enhancing advisory programs for Upper School students. 

Section III 

Diversity. The Plan sets goals for increasing diversity at 
North Shore at a variety of levels, including, but not limited to, 
curriculum, students, and faculty/staff as well as providing 
support services. 

The Plan also includes a Board of Trustees-adopted Diversity 
Statement; increasing diversity of faculty and staff; increasing 
student diversity; assisting students in understanding of, respect 
for, and acceptance of one another; and providing financial 
resources in support of diversity. 

Section IV 

Finance. The Plan outlines goals and plans for maintaining 
the financial health of the School to ensure its ongoing stability. 

The Plan also includes maintaining a balanced budget after 
depreciation; compensating faculty at or above 85% of local 
public school salaries and 100% of top Chicago-area independent 
schools; managing expenses by increasing student/teacher ratio 
of 7.2:1 to 8:1; increasing enrollment to full capacity; and care¬ 
fully managing all major expense areas.

Uses Humanity to Address Homelessness 

osanne Haggerty, executive director of Common

A Ground is a not-for-profit housing development 

and management organization that restores hotels and other 
residences in New York City and makes them available to low- 
income and homeless people. 

An unconventional entrepreneur, Ms. Haggerty has used her 
vision and commitment to sendee to restore decaying hotels in 
the heart of Manhattan, including the Times Square Hotel and 

The Prince George Hotel, into more than 1,000 homes for 
homeless and low-income tenants. 

The John D. and Catherine T. MacArthur Foundation recognized 
Rosanne Haggerty’s accomplishments in 2001 with a prestigious 
“genius award,” a $500,000 “no strings attached” fellowship. 
Calling Ms. Haggerty a restless visionary, the MacArthur 
Foundation noted, “Her flagship restoration projects... are not 
only important historical restorations, but also bold experiments 
in financing, developing, and managing residences - these 
facilities provide to the residents support, structure, and 
employment opportunities while simultaneously serving as 
a nexus for neighborhood revitalization.” 

Rosanne Haggerty’s work is important and innovative because 
it restores decaying historical buildings and offers a solution 
to homelessness. It is also important, and unique, because it 
addresses the question of “what now?” In addition to providing 
housing, Common Ground also offers supportive social services, 
including health services, a gym, a food pantry, gardens and a 
thrift store, and critical employment opportunities to its residents. 
Ms. Haggerty established a franchise agreement with Ben and 
Jerry’s that provides employment for tenants and supports other 
local nonprofits through fundraising events. This groundbreaking 
arrangement was so successful it led to Common Ground’s being 
the first nonprofit franchisee to earn the coveted Ben and Jerry’s 
“Operator of the Year” award. It also led to Common Ground’s 
forging other corporate partnerships with companies including 
Home Depot and Marriott International that provide living-wage 
employment for residents. 

During her evening lecture, Ms. Haggerty discussed her route to 
a life of service. She grew up in a family that routinely invited 
elderly people who lived in local single occupancy hotels to 
join them for holiday meals. While she describes those holidays 
as bizarre, she says, “It was such an easy thing to do, to include 
them in our family holidays. And it made such an impression 
on me to discover what that contact with our family meant to 
our guests.” She considers these early experiences the “raw 
material” for what she has done with Common Ground, though 
it was not the impetus. In fact, she believes she was slow in 
finding, or at least in answering, the call to service. In the early 
days, Ms. Haggerty says she spent more of her time trying to 
find others who would “do something” with the decaying

addressing homelessness we must, among other things, build 
more permanent supportive housing designed to meet the 
diverse needs of the homeless, including those with health 
problems, young people leaving foster care, homeless families, 
homeless working people, and those being released from prison. 

Ms. Haggerty understands that people are most compelled to 
address issues that in some way affect them or their families 
directly During her address, she asked the North Shore audience 
to define homelessness more broadly than simply being without 
shelter. She said, “I’ve come to realize that it is equally a 
condition of the spirit. The experience of dislocation, loneliness, 
vulnerability - of feeling ‘outside’ in some way - is one that most 
of us suffer at some point in our lives. That type of homelessness 
is eased through relationships and community, by those emotional 
and spiritual places that offer us security and acceptance... I 
think it is important to recognize this homelessness that we, who 
will likely never find ourselves living on the street, nevertheless 
experience. It connects us with the reality of those who are 
without shelter, and who need relationships and community 
as well as housing.” In closing she said, “We should not have 
vulnerable people left on the streets of our country in their 
dark moments. If our common condition were recognized, 
perhaps we wouldn’t.” 

Rosanne Haggerty received her B.A. from Amherst College and is 
pursuing an M.A. at the Columbia University Graduate School of 
Architecture, Planning and Historic Preservation. In addition to 
serving as executive director of Common Ground, Ms. Haggerty is 
a trustee of Amherst College and the Folger Shakespeare Library, a 
director of the Times Square Business Improvement District and of 
the Dwelling Place Women’s Shelter, and a board member of New 

York City’s Citizens Housing and Planning Council and of the 

Center for Urban Community Services.

At just 16 years old, Gerda Weissmann’s comfortable home life 
was shattered by the Nazi invasion of Poland. Separated from 
her parents and siblings, all of whom died in concentration 
camps, she spent three years in a succession of slave-labor camps. 
Never losing hope, she found hidden reservoirs of personal 
strength to sustain her. In 1945, Ms. Weissmann’s camp was 
liberated by American troops. 

The American military officer who liberated her was Kurt Klein, 
who had fled Nazi Germany in the 1930’s. As part of Patton’s 
Fifth Infantry Division, he helped liberate a group of women 


slave laborers from a death march that ended in Czechoslovakia 
shortly before the end of the war. The young woman he 
encountered first among that remnant of survivors, Gerda 
Weissmann, was to become his future wife. 

All her adult life, Gerda Klein has devoted herself to a positive 
message about life, dignity, and the human experience. Her 
message is a universal one about the strength within each of us 
to overcome obstacles and adversity and to find meaning and 
purpose in our lives. She says, “People ask me, ‘How did it 
feel for you, a Holocaust survivor, to be standing in Hollywood 
with all the stars, holding an “Oscar” in your hand?’ 1 tell you, 
when I stood there with all the hoopla and all the searchlights 
and all the things that so many people desire, 1 had one memory 
- of the death march...” 

The lecture was sponsored by the Tepper Holocaust Fund in 
Memory of Berl Herbst and Family, a fund that brings speakers 
to North Shore annually.

Former Slave Francis Bok Addresses North Shore Community

rancis Bok, a native of Southern Sudan and advocate of 
eliminating slavery worldwide, spoke to the Middle and 
Upper Schools on Tuesday, February 11 in the Diller 
Street Theatre. Students listened to a riveting lecture by 
23-year-old Bok, who was captured at the age of 7 and 
enslaved for ten years in Sudan. 

In 1986, seven-year-old Francis left his home village, accompanied 
by a group of friends, to make the five-mile journey to complete 
some family chores. He was feeling especially proud as this was 
the first time that his mother had allowed him to make the trip 
with other young people. While in the village, Bok’s group 
noted smoke and saw shooting. The Arabic spoken by the 
horse-riding Muslim invaders labeled them to be from north 
of Bok’s village. As Bok watched many shootings, he quickly 
learned that acquiescence was the only way to stay alive. 

Bok was captured and delivered to his new “family” who greeted 
him with stick beatings, the label Abeed, and sleeping quarters 
with the animals. At first Bok refused to cooperate, even to eat. 
Before long, however, he understood that survival would only 
come through living and eating their way, so he did. He learned 
their language, ate their food, and strove to do everything they 
asked of him.

At one point, Bok posed questions to his family: Why did he 
have to stay with the animals? Why was he not loved? Why 
was he called Abeed? No response came for two days. Then 
his owner told him that he was an Abeed (black slave) and 
answered his questions with more beatings. 


Bok attempted escapes, but failed. Continued 
beatings were his punishment. 

A third attempt to escape in 1996, ten years 
after his original capture, was successful. Bok 
managed to get on a train and, after a two-day 
ride, he ended up in Cairo. He was referred to 
Lutheran Social Services and resettled in Fargo, 
ND in 1999. A year later, Bok was working in a meatpacking 
plant in Ames, Iowa and living with yet another family when he 
was approached by an American Anti-Slavery group that had 
heard his story. The group flew Bok to Boston where he settled 
and has devoted his life to the abolition of slavery throughout 
the world. 

In his comments to the audience, Bok explained that he has not 
seen his family since 1986. He has heard that his parents were 
killed in a raid on their village, but he is hopeful that his brother 
is still alive. 

Bok believes, “What good is my freedom if my people are still 
dying?” On May 23, 2000, Mr. Bok delivered his message, 

“We cannot rest until my people are free,” on Capitol Hill in 
a ceremony with Senators and Congressmen. He also spoke 
alongside Coretta Scott King at the Boston Freedom Award 
ceremony on September 18, 2000. 

Bok launched the website www.iaboloish.com and spends many 
of his days touring the country and lecturing about slavery in 
the world. He is currently writing his autobiography, Escape 
from Slavery , due to be published later this year.

441 et The Eagle Fly,” a new musical drama about 

1 American civil rights and labor leader Cesar Chavezs 
I battles for justice for migrant farm workers, premiered 

at North Shore with a concert presentation featuring 
the Upper School Chorus and performing arts faculty on Tuesday, 
May 6, 2003 in the Diller Street Theatre. 

The culmination of five years of collaboration, “Let the Eagle 
Fly” showcases the talents of leading Chicago actor-playwright 
John Reeger (book) and award-winning composer Julie Shannon 
(music and lyrics), who previously wrote the acclaimed musical 
“The Christmas Schooner.” 

Julie Shannon has a deep connection to North Shore, having 
brought the magic of music and storytelling to the Lower School 
for the past 13 years along with Northwestern University 
Professor and storyteller Rives Collins as artists-in-residence. 
North Shore was thrilled to have the honor of premiering “Let 
The Eagle Fly,” which includes the collaborative efforts of several 
industry notables. 

Joining the creative team of Reeger and Shannon on “Let the Eagle 
Fly” is orchestrator Larry Blank, who has written orchestrations 
for numerous hit Broadway musicals and films, including Mel 
Brooks’ “The Producers” and the mega-hit movie musical 
“Chicago!” At Stephen Sondheim’s request, Mr. Blank served 
as musical director for the recent acclaimed Kennedy Center 
production of “Sweeney Todd,” starring Brian Stokes Mitchell 
and Christine Baranski, for which Blank was nominated for a 
Helen Hayes Award. 

Creative advisor to authors Shannon and Reeger is Broadway 
legend Sheldon Harnick, who has won the Tony Award, 

Pulitzer Prize and Grammy Award for his lyrics for such classic 


musicals as “Fiddler on the Roof,” “Fiorello!,” “She Loves Me,” 
“The Apple Tree” and other shows. 

Business advisor to “Let the Eagle Fly” is Maria Echaveste, Esq., 
the daughter of migrant farm workers, whose distinguished 
career has included serving as Assistant Secretary of Labor and 
Deputy Chief of Staff in the White House. Among Ms. Echaveste’s 
clients is the United Farm Workers Union (AFL-CIO), the union 
founded by Cesar Chavez. 

This concert version of “Let The Eagle Fly” was produced in 
partnership with North Shore and featured performing arts 
department chair Michael Querio as musical director and theatrical 
director Lynn Kelso as director. In addition to the Upper School 
chorus, several students performed in minor roles. Professional 
Chicago-area actors played the principal roles, including Gustavo 
Mellado in the role of Cesar Chavez. Mellado’s credits include the 
Goodman Theatre production of “Zoot Suit” and Studs Terkel’s 
“Working,” produced at the North Shore Center for the Performing • 
Arts. He is also a co-founder of Teatro Vista, Chicago’s oldest 
professional Latino theatre company. The orchestra featured 
professional musicians. 

Composer-lyricist Shannon and book writer John Reeger were 
inspired to create “Let the Eagle Fly” by Cesar Chavez’s belief in 
nonviolent action to fight for the rights of powerless members 
of society. Julie considers Chavez a personal hero. She believed 
North Shore Country Day .School would be a perfect venue for 
the premiere concert performance, because the School instills a 
responsibility to society in its students by actively involving them 
in making the world a better place-making the North Shore motto, 
“Live and Serve,” a way of life. North Shore is honored to have 
had the opportunity to partner with Julie and John in launching 
this important new musical.

Exploring Three Great Chicago Cemeteries 

Tuesday, May 13 - 9:00 am-4:00 pm 

We visited Graceland, 

Rosehill and Bohemian 
National cemeteries, all 
examples of the Rural 
or Garden Cemetery 
movement that began in 
Boston in the 1830s and 
quickly spread through¬ 
out the U.S., resulting in 
the creation of beautiful landscapes that were the precursors 
of America’s great public parks. These cemeteries offered an 
education in architecture, sculpture and of course history, as 
well as in landscape design. Graceland is the burial place of 
Chicago’s business and architectural elite. Rosehill, the largest, 
has mayors (including Roswell Mason, Judy Drake’s ancestor!), 
Civil War figures and still more of the business elite, as well 
as a magnificent mausoleum with many Tiffany windows. 
Bohemian National, built in the 1870s to accommodate natives 
of that land who had trouble finding burial elsewhere, has the 
mausoleum of Anton Cermak, hundreds of victims of the 
Eastland disaster of 1915 and a unique chapel-crematorium- 
columbarium, where hundreds 
of urns of ashes have been placed 
in windowed niches filled with 
memorabilia of the deceased. The 
latter is unique in the U.S.!

style by the preeminent German 
firm, EX. Zettler. Lunch will be at 
the Boulevard Inn in downtown Milwaukee.

Our point now, 35 years later, is that 
the energy and fun the Venturis saw in the ’60s has grown to 
an incredible scale, unlike anything they could have imagined 
then. And while this has happened, Las Vegas has left its Rat 
Pack/mobster/Sin City reputation way behind, becoming a 
mecca for families and international visitors. No wonder that 
Blair Kamin wrote a cover story in the Tribune Sunday magazine 
a few years ago, explaining how cities all over the world, 
including Chicago, were following the lead of Las Vegas, as 
they evolved into tourist and entertainment centers. 

So here is your chance to see what all the Las Vegas excitement 
is about, while also enjoying some spectacular scenery (Red 
Rock Canyon), one of the world’s great engineering marvels 
(Hoover Dam), some remarkable museums (from art master¬ 
pieces to Liberace) and much more. It’s also a chance to enjoy 
some fabulous meals in one of the world’s great restaurant 
cities, and to stay at one of the world’s most stunning hotels, 
the Bellagio.

Who gives to the Annual Fund and how much do they give?

Parents, alumni, faculty and staff, foundations, trustees, corporations, and friends of the 
school give various amounts. Last year gift sizes ranged from $5 to $100,000. 

Why am I being asked to participate? 

The tuition at North Shore covers only part of the actual cost to educate each student. 
The actual cost to educate a student at North Shore is $20,011, while the average tuition 
is $14,080. The approximate operating contribution to each student from annual giving, 
investment income and auxiliary enterprises is $5,961. As is the case with many other 
independent schools, our development efforts are designed to close the gap between 
tuition income and the actual cost of operating the School. In effect, every student who 
has ever attended North Shore has been subsidized even when paying full tuition. 

Will my gift really make a difference? 

YES. Last year North Shore received 1,036 unrestricted Annual Fund gifts resulting in 
$973,730. Each and every gift - no matter what size - makes a tangible difference 
in the lives of today’s students and faculty. Parent and alumni participation in the 
2002-2003 Annual Fund exceeded the NAIS national averages, with 74% of parents 
participating and 19% of alumni participating. We strive to meet or exceed NAIS
